A Primary iehool House for Dirfleld 

Tlie pastor of the Free Baptist church 
in a five minute, preliminary talk last 
Sunday evening, treated tlu* need of a 
Primary school house for Dixfield. He 
spoke as follows: . 

Coming bore last fall, a stranger, one. 
of the most striking things 1. nol iced was 
the plainly insufficient school equip¬ 
ment. Here was a li vo, apparently pro¬ 
gressive village of S00 or more souls, 
private capital was putting in water 
works and a lighting plant at a cost of 
thousands of dollars, so I looked around 
fop the school house, fully expecting to 
sec in the most favorable locations a 
few modern structures fully equipped 
and with large surrounding play 
grounds. But what did I lindf 

Then referring to tho importance of 
school and church in tho eyes of the 
early settlers, and the fact that the 
school and church are tho pivotal cen¬ 
ter of our liberties nnd culture, ho con¬ 
tinued—But whnt did I find in the 
beautiful village of Dixfleldf After a 
member of the church committee had 
driven mo around over the village 1 
enquired, but where are the school: 
houses 1 I then learned that the brick 
building pointed out to me as the High: 
School was the whole thing. 

The next morning I took a walk up 
that way to look the situation over. 
I found an innocent looking two story 
brick building about 35x50 feet quite 
at the end of the village, A high sand j 
bank was close behind it; the road close J 
in front of it; and a dwelling house 
close on either side of it. Myl No 
play yards whatever 1 The building 
thrust to an outer corner! And all, 
li*tle tots, boys nnd girls, young Indies 
and gentlemen crowded in together! 
"What man, with a family of children, 
but would hesitate to settle in a place 
content with an educational plant like 
that! 

Then I remembered the village was 
composed of fine prosperous homes, 
some houses even elegant; I remem¬ 
bered the people seemed bright, alert, 
enterprising and intelligent, and I felt 
that without doubt when the matter 
was once agitated, the school system 
would be put on a different basis. 

Tho ecnditioBs within are as follows; 
The primary grades have the first 
floor room, which is 31x2A feet, or 1, 
05-1 square feet, There are enrolled 57 
children giving a little over 18 square 
foot p& child, if the teacher's platform 
be reckoned in. In order to accommodate 
all the children, an old settee had been 
placed oinng the wall, The overcrowd¬ 
ed state of thing is aggravated nt fft* 
test as all old and young must play in 
the brief space between the steps and 
ford. The little ones often suffer from 
the rough and careless play of the 
older ones. 

Up stairs the higher grades and high 
school occupy the same room, one the 
size of the room below. About 50 
nearly grown men and Women are 
crowded: in ft space' 81x?4 feet. The 
grammar teacher has a room 12x1-1 feet 
for redtatiosi. There are no rooms 
for chemical or physical apparatus; in¬ 
deed no apparatus. The situation Im¬ 
presses one as entirely inadequate to 
the needs of a community of this size, 
having more than a hundred children 
and youths to fit far life and ltd duties,, 

The speaker then outlined the seem¬ 
ingly prevailing Idea that a new 

primary bnildisg would relieve the sit¬ 
uation, and he a long step towards 
establishing an edneatSonat plant that 
would be n credit and honor to the 
town, complimenting the excellent 
work done by the corps of teachers in 
spite of such an insufficient equipment. 
He closed with rtn nppeal to work and

Augusta, Mo,, Bob. 12, (Spocial).— 
Oxford county fishermen must ha in¬ 
terested in the past week of tho legis¬ 
lature. The bill to regulate fishing on 
Sunday river anti tributaries has re¬ 
ceived a favorable report from the 
committees. 

The bill to provide money for lights 
and buoys on the Bapgeley lakes has 
passed both houses to bo engrossed, and 
there are known no obstacles to it 
passing to be enacted and receiving tho 
governor's signature.

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Last Saturday Edward H. Peters and 
Peter Morel were before Judge John-: 
sou charged with selling liquor. James 
C. Barker,: one of the witnesses not 
being present, the casg was continued 
Until Alonday morning. Mr. Barker 
then made explanation of his non ap¬ 
pearance, Which satisfied the court that 
no contempt was intended, and the trial 
of Peters and Morel proceeded, Steven¬ 
son reprcscuting the State and Stearns 
the defendants. As usual in the cases 
before the court, the evidence Was con¬ 
tradictory, and it may be a little more 
flat in the, affirmations and denials than 
usual. It was evident that some of 
the witnesses lied openly and defiantly, 
and yet they all swore by the sahib God 
to .fell the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, 

Matthew AfcCloud of Mexico, sub¬ 
scription agent for the Rumford Falls 
Times, was 1 called as the chief witness 
for the state, and in fact he proved to 
bd the only witness for the state, 
MeCloUd testified that on Friday after¬ 
noon he wont Into the shop kept by 
Edward H. Peters under the Grand 
View House, and asked Mr. Peters for 
a pint of what they both understood 
to be, whiskey. He here produced a 
pint bottle filled With what the court 
admitted to be whiskey, saying/that it 
was what he bought in Peter's place. 
The circumstances ns told by AfcCloud 
were as follows; He asked Peters if 
he (Peters) had anything, saying he

of whiskey was given to McCloud, in 
exchange for 75 cents, Motel taking 
.he money. AfcCloud went out and on 
the corner met deputy sheriff Perkins, 
to whom* he showed the bottle. Per¬ 
kins corroborated this statement. 

James (X Barker was called by the 
state, but b? failed to corroboratc Mc¬ 
Cloud's testimony. Admitted being 
present and seeing McCloud, but denied 
hearing any talk about liquor, or see¬ 
ing any pass between Peters and Mc¬ 
Cloud. This was the first time witness 
Was ever in the place. 

William AfcCloud Was called for the 
State, but said his memory of what he 
did Friday was unreliable, for he was 
intoxicated. Created seme laughter by 
intimating that -Johnson’s Liniment 
and sweetened water would have tasted 
alike to hint. 

Defense called Daniel McDonald, who 
works for the International Paper Co. 


McDonald said ho wap in Poter’s 
saloon when McCloud came in and 
asked for a pint for Ms brother who 
was in bad shape, Heard Peters say 
he did not have any. Did not sec Ale- 
Cioud get any liquor nor pay any 
money. Was never in the place be¬ 
fore, James F, Cronin corroborated 
previous witness. 

Air. Delano, who wijrks in Oxford 
mill, testified that AfcCloud asked for 
liquor for his brother, and was denied. 
Saw Alorel come in about same time 
AfcCloud went out. Did not See Alorel 
have any liquor. 

Edward H. Peters, chief respondent, 
testified that AfcCloud came in and 
asked for a pint for "Bill." Was told 
there was nono in the place. Did not 
say anything about Morel. Denied 
emphatically and with force all of the 
vital parts of AfcCloud's testimony. 

Peter Motel testified that he was 
proprietor of a cafe on Exchange 
street. Had been out riding Friday 
afternoon, and after putting up his 
horse went into Peter's place, and went 
to the lavatory, and then back to the 
barn to care for bis horse. Said Mc¬ 
Cloud was going out as he came in. 

McDonald corroborated this testi¬ 
mony by saying that he Wont out with 
AfcCloud. The court adjnorncd at 12 
o’clock to 1:30 p. m., at which time the 
attorneys began their picas. 

Judge Johnson in summing up, said 
that it was within to province of the 
Court to believe one witness against a 
hundred, but ns he considered no jury 
would convict the defendants under the 
circumstances,_ ho should discharge 
them. The Judge further remarked 
that he had ns much confidence in the 
state’s witness as he had at the be¬ 
ginning of the trial. This remark was 
made under cover of a perfectly con¬ 
trolled and immobile countenance.. 

Judges, lawyers and officers are 
familiar with tho fact that men go onto 
■he witness stand and under oath lie 
ns glibly as a pirate, making it almost 
impossible to ascertain the truth. The 
general public do not realize this, hence 
this rather long report of a minor mat¬ 
ter.

THE JAPAN WA NUT. 

The Japan walnut has, been grown 
with considerable success on the 
grounds of the Michigan experiment 
station, from which this branch Was 
taken, 

of a sub-tropical appearance. While 
they develop most rapidly upon a rich 
loam soil, such as is commonly known 
as black walnut land, they thrive un¬ 
der almost any condition, provided 
there is a fair amount of plant food 
and moisture in the Soil, 

Tho trees come Into bearing when 
planted three or four years, and from 
that time bear continuously, If given 
good care. The nuts are produced In 
large panieied clusters and Somewhat 
resemble the common butternut, or 
white walnut, except that they are 
slightly Smaller and more nearly 
ovate in form. They crack very read¬ 
ily and the kernels are easily removed 
from the sheila. They lack the strong 
flavor of the butternut, and on this 
account would be preferred by most 
persons, although it does not com¬ 
pare with the hickory nut, pecan and 
other huts. 

The luxuriant growth, handsome fo¬ 
liage, and the hardiness of the tree, 
make It Very promising as an orna¬ 
mental tree, and the productiveness 
and edible, qualities of the huts give 
(0 it additional value.
